It became a question with Ber- 
Un whether it would be worth while to 
prevent or at least defer the addition of 
Argentina, with her vast resources of 
grain and of cattle, to the ranks of Ger- 
many’s enemies. The German minister 
at Buenos Aires was directed to confer 
with the Argentine government and 
solve, if possible, the questions in dis- 
pute. 

According to the Argentine foreign of- 
fice, these conferences met with no suc- 
cess because Germany insisted that Ar- 
gentina prevent her vessels from trav- 
ersing the blockade. This insistence was 
explained to the president, who refused

On the eve of her departure Mile. Viru- 
bova was interviewed in her apartment 
by the Associated Press in the presence 
of a detective. She is a strikingly hand- 
some, somewhat stout, black haired wom- 
an, resembling the 19 of Cath - 
erine the Great. 

Mile. Virubova, whb is personally 
fascinating, but apparently not a clever 
woman, gave a striking outline of the 
last years of the court of Emperor Nich- 
olas, declaring that the memoirs which 
she intends to write will startle the 
world, 

“ My life story is this,” she said, “I 
am a daughter of M. Taneyeff, a former 
secretary of the emperor. I was married 
at 18 to a naval officer who fought in the 
battle of Tsuhima. He went mad and I 
then divorced him. Afterward came 
Alix. (Thus Virubova referred to the 
former empress.) After I carne to know 
her I was her only friend and her cham- 
pion against the malice of the court. 

“ Our friendship was purely personal 
Untrue, therefore, are all the stories of 
my vicious influences in politics. The 
proof of this is that a commission of 
extraordinary inquiry instituted while 
I was a prisoner in the fortress declared 
me wholly innocent. 

“The truth about Nicholas is that he 
has a good character and a quicker and 
better mind than the eee for nothing 
grand dukes. * 


Revolt surprised Nicholas. 

“Nicholas hated to hear bad news 
and reports against others. Until the 
last he had not the slightest notion that 
all the nation detested and despised him. 
Constantly in my presence, he expressed 
the belief that Russia was devoted to 
him, and told us only a few days before 
the revolution that he was pleased with 
the conditions in Russia and would grant 
a responsible cabinet after the war. He 
was positively dumbfounded at the sud- 
den revolt and the desertion of the cour- 
tiers and grand dukes. _ 

* Rasputin’s name is wrongfully asso- 
ciated with mine. Having been at court 
during the entire time, Rasputin was a 
power there. I know that his political 
influence over Nicholas and the empress 
and his alleged despotic authority over 
the ministers are pure legends. Alix was 
busy all the time with me in managing 
hospitals, of which there were seventy- 
nine at Tsarskoe-Selo.

WOMEN’S BALLOT 
AS THEIR RIGHT 


Preposterous to Deny 
Vote to Mothers, 


Colonel Says. 


Oyster Bay, N. V., Sept. 8.—Women 
are entitled to the ballot as a right and 
not as a favor, Theodore Roosevelt told 
a gathering of about 500 suffragists and 
their friends who motored to his home 
at Sagamore Hill this afternoon. He 
declared himself most emphatically in 
favor of woman suffrage, and was heart- 
lly applauded when he said: 

“On the whole, the citizen to whom I 
will pay the greatest deference as doing 
the most indispensible of all duties, is 
the mother. I will put her ahead of 
every other human being. To deny the 


mother the vote seems to me something 
80 preposterous that our descendants will 
tail to understand how we could call 


ourselves self-governing and democratic 
and yet deny it.“ 


Duty of Men and Women. 

“This is the only meeting dealing 
with any matter not directly connected 
with the war at which I have consented 
to speak at all,’’ the colonel said in open- 
ing his address. “I consented in this 
case because I wished to see this war 
put through to a successful conclusion. 
I wish to see every man and every 
woman in this country devote every 
ounce of his or her strength to that 
end, and when I wish that demand to be 
made upon every one I wish correspond- 
ing justice to be done every one. 

“I wish to state, with all the empha- 
sis in my power, that if either man or 
woman refuses to do his or her duty, I 
hold that they have no right to the privi- 
lege of the suffrage. I do not put it on 
the ground of sex. 1 put it on the 
ground of duty. 

People have said to me that we must 
not have women vote because they would 
all be pacifists. The Lord knows I de- 
spise a pacifist, and I have made no 
special effort to dissemble my feelings 
about that. But I have failed to notice 
that among them the shirking sisterhood 
of pacifists outnumbers the bleating 
brotherhood of paciflsts. 


Woman Suffrage a Right. 
Now let us make a beginning. Eng- 
land has admitted that her women ought 
to have the suffrage. The French have 
for the first time seriously been consider- 
ing the subject. Let us take the lead. 
Let the United States, as its first act 
of leadership in the war, as its first act 
of leadership in planning for the im- 
mense social and industrial recontruc- 
tion which is to follow, as a matter 
of right and justice, take the lead, and 
in this country put the women in fact 
on a level with the men by saying that 
every woman who does her duty shall 
stand at the ballot box exactly as every 
man who does his duty is entitled to 
stand, and shall exercise the privilege 

of a free man.“

Rejected by Military 
Examiners. 


BY RAY PEARSON. 
Famous athletes, many of them borers, 


aro falling to “ get by in the examina- 


tions following their being called for the 
new national army. This is astonishing 
to the folks who take a keen interest in 
all sports, for they are unanimous in the 
opinion that men who are in such good 
physical condition that they can battle 
in the ring, play baseball, contest in 
track athletics, wrestle, or do other 
things that require endurance and vig- 


orous action, should make husky soldiers 


of great value to their country in war- 
time. 

We have for example the case of Tom- 
my Gibbons of St. Paul, brother of Mike 
Gibbons, who by many is considered sec- 
ond only to the St. Paul Phantom in the 
middleweight ranks of pugilism. This 
same Tommy Gibbons was among the 
early birds in the call, and, according 
to our information, which comes from 
St. Paul, Tommy was ready to do his 
bit for his country. But when he was 
called before the examination board it 
was discovered that he was ajfilicted 
with bernia and the board promptly re- 
jected him..

Schiff first 
tried to enlist in the army and wag 
turned down because he has a crooked 
arm and an impediment in his speech. 
That little rejection, however, didn't 
stop the determined Schiff. He simply 
thought about it a little while, then 
decided to try another branch of the 
service. He went to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training station and offered his 
services there. Result—another rejec- 
tion. 

That would have been sufficient to stop 
almost anyone, but not so with Schiff.

_ GOLD EXPORTS 


Tells of Efforts Made to 


Sustain the Pound 
Sterling.

The National City Bank of New York 
is offering an explanation of the exports 


of gold from the country at a time when 
‘the balance of trade is so heavily in 


favor of the United States. ‘The bank 


says: 

“ The explanation is to be found in the 
relations between the dollar and the 
pound sterling. Extraordinary efforts 
have been made to sustain the pound 
sterling in this market. The British gov-

A SEMI-FORMAL QUARTER ACRE 
ANY of us adhere pretty strict- 
ly to the old truism that “ beauty 
consists in straight lings and 
curves. For their benefit we 
show herewith a modified form of the 
Latin garden, avoiding exotic extremes 
unsuitea to climatic and soil conditions 
and keeping in mind the taste and re- 
quirements of cyltured family life 
America. 

The dwelling imagined is a two story 
brick with two or three additional bed- 
rooms in the attic. The room over the 
porch may be a sleeping porch. The 
plan has not been worked out beyond 
the floor here shown, hence the speci- 
- fications are not available. If a larger 
house is desired the flower beds and 
borders may be correspondingly short- 
ened or the grass plot between the grape 
arbor and poultry runs may be elimi- 

nated. 

The view from the porch is over the 
center of a pool flanked by thirty-seven 
foot rose beds and perennial borders 
fifty-five feet long. These afford oppor- 
tunities for ample cut flowers during 
the entire growing season. The 
should be selected from the descriptive 
list recommended July 29, No. 144.

The six inch border around the beds 
is of concrete (cement) and should be 
laid flush with ground that the mowing 
machine may be run over it without im- 
pediment.

The six inch bor- 
der around it should again be flush 
with the ground to facilitate grass cut- 
ting without the use of shears around 
the sides of the pool. The same thing 
applies to the border around each of 
the two vases at the end of this grass 
strip.

Questions and Answers. 
Q.—[{1] How can I propagate a rubber 
plant by cuttings? I have tried putting 
branches in water without success. [2] 
How can I propagate rose geraniums 
by cuttings?—Mrs. G. A. H. 

Answer—[1] Though the best time is 
from June\go August, it may still be 
done without further delay. Six to eight 
inched from the top, in half ripened 
wood, cut the branch on an upward 
Slant four-fifths t h the wood, leav- 
ing the remainder attached. A sharp 
knife is necessary for this. Wet a hand- 
ful of sphagnum moses and press out 
most of the water between the hands. 
Insert sufficient of this moss in the cut 
to keep the open side one-fourth inch 
apart. Then wrap a bundle of moist 
moss firmly around the cut to make a 
ball two inches in diameter. Keep it 
moist by watering the moss daily. In 
about six weeks, when the white tips 
of roots show through the moss, cut off 
the branch just below the moss, pot it 
[moss and all] n a five inch pot filled 
with good potting soil bought at a 
florist's, or prepare sandy loam with 
cow manure. 

121 Cut young shoots, four to five 
inches long, one-fourth inch below a 
leaf. Remove all the leaves except the 
two youngest, insert the cutting in sand 
or sandy soil to cover the lowest eye or 
two, water thoroughly and place the box 
in the sunlight with cheesecloth stretched 
a few inches above the cuttings to per- 
mit free air circulation, either outside 
or at an open window. After that, water 
only enough to keep the soil barely 
moist. Remove the cheesecloth evenings 
and restore it before the sun returns in 
the morning. In a few days, when the 
leaves are entirely revived, the cloth 
permanently removed. The cuttings 
will be rooted in three weeks and must 
then be potted individually in three inch 
pots with good, sandy loam. Repot them 

when root bound, probably in spring, to 
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five inch pots. The leaves taken from

As to the fish and potato combination, 
we may surely vary it as many times as 
there are days in the week. If it is fresh 
Osh we use, in Bome cases we may make 
of it a chowder with potato to our taste 
and a little onion and fried out salt pork. 
Or we may serve it plain boiled with 
boiled potatoes and either a cream or a 
butter sauce—these are made in the same 
way. except milk is used in making the 
frst and water for the second. If egg is 
added to either we cut up cold bolled egg 
for the butter sauce and we stir in un- 
cooked egg into the cream sauce. We 
may broil our fish and, for elegance, ac- 
company it with Hollandaise sauce or 
an equally elegant dish is made by cook- 
ing a slice of fresh fish in a white sauce 
with some strips of vegetables cut 
julienne fashion. 

If the fish is salt we make fish balis or 
hash or serve it plain boiled. We say 
plain boiled, though salt codfish should 
never be boiled, but only brought to the 
boiling point. If it is boiled it becomes 
tough and tasteless. Creamed codfish 


with baked potatoes is as highly relished 
if delicately prepared as many a far 
more pretentious dish. 

The vegetables that go best with fish 
and potato are beets, a green salad, or a 

“pepper hash.” Raw tomatoes are also 
good, and with fresh fish we think cv- 
cumbers desirable. A custard or some 
other milk or rather solid dessert goes 
better than one of fruit. All this is for 
plain, everyday living. In the case of 
fancy cooking of fish skill enables the 
cook to do many taings which the 
“plain” cook should not dream of at- 
tempting. 

Undoubtedly the best form of fish con- 
servation is represented by fish in cans; 
quite exquisite these may be in oil, 
but perfectly sterilized by heat they 
come to us more nearly like fresh cooked 
fish than when conserved in any other 
fashion. ‘They have been all too easy 
@ viand for those whe have not liked 
te cook, especially canned salmon. It 
ie time we learned to use these more 
ekilifully and we need to be more in- 
telligent about the centents of the can. 

In the August-September number of 
American Cookery, Clio Mamer writes 
of “Alaska, the Aquarium of North 
America."” Of the salmon he says: 

Alaska salmon varies from a delicate 
pink to dark red in color, and there are 
five species of this fish in the waters 
im and about Alaska. They are the 
king salmon, which is also known as 
the Columbian river chinook, and in 
Alaska is usually pickled or mild cured; 
the sockeye, whieh is found mostly in 
western Alaska, and which is the most 
important commercially, owing largely 
to its deep red color; the humpback, 
which m taken mostly in the waters of 
southeastern Alaska, and is liked best 
of all by the people of the western 
coast. The humpback is a delicate pink 
in color and is fully as nutritious as

Fish Steaks. 

A broiled salmon steak may be made 
an elegant dish if served with potatoes 
cut in small balls, boiled, and served 
with parsley butter. Hollandaise sauce 
and cooked endive or even lettuce greens 
make a good garnish. Some fish steaks 
are @ little dry to broil, but treated in 
the following manner a skilled broiler 
may turn out something quite fine: 

Make a marinade like a French dress- 
ing and add some sliced onions to it. 
Turn the steak in this several times and 
then let it stand for an hour in this, 
turning it frequently. One tablespoon 
of vinegar or lemon juice and three of 
oll, with a scant teaspoon of salt and 
a little paprika whisked together is 
enough marinade for a large slice of 
fish. If the broiling oven is fine and hot 
and the fish is just the right distance 
from the fire, six minutes of cooking to 
the side is sufficient. : 


Baked Cod Steaks. 

Uniess fresh from the water, cod is 
rather dry either fried or boiled. Cooked 
in a sauce it may be most delicious. 
|. Wipe the steak, trim, and remove bones. 
Cover these bones al 1 trimming with ~ 
little cold water, put over the fire, and 
when at boiling temperature simmer for 
twenty minutes. Strain and use this fish 
stock for the sauce in which the fish is 
baked, or one of milk alone may be used. 
For each steak allow two medium sized 
potatoes. Slice and scaid the potatoes 
for five minutes in a little water, and 
if much sauce is made use this water 
with the fish stock and milk or cream. 
For a cup of sauce, or enough for two 
steaks, melt a tablespoon of butter and 
stir into it till smooth a rather large 
tablespoon of flour, but not heaping. 
Add the fish stock to this and stir and 
cook until thick. Salt and season sauce 
to taste. Put the steaks and potato 
and a small carrot cut in julienne 
strings on a baking tin or plate. Perhaps 
the best utensil is a deep enamel plate 
that may be brought to the table, set 
into a chop plate, or any deep china plate 
large enough. Pour the sauce over the 
whole and bake for forty minutes under 
the broiler or in the oven, basting sév- 
eral times. : 

Boiled Fish. | 

Whole fish are put on the fre in cold 
water and slices in boiling water, but 
it requires a skill that {ts not easily 
described to get either just right. A 
slice of fsh to be made into timbales—

Topper Hash. 

Recipes for pepper hash, a Pennesyl- 
vania Dutch variation of cold slaw, are 
not easy to find, even in Philadelphia 
cook books. This relish is highly popu- 
lar with corn beef hash in a high class 
luncheon place, and requests have come 
to me for the recipe. .Some people call 
it a pickle. 

The proportions may vary to taste. 
One red pepper and one green pepper 
to one pound of cabbage, and one tea- 
spoon each of mustard and celery seed 
to this amount, with diluted vinegar to 
cover the mixture packed hard, are fair 
proportions, but in some cases only one 
red and one green swegt pepper to a 
three or four pound cabbage are used. 

The cabbage is cut and chopped fine, 
sprinkled with a half tablespoon of salt 
per pound, and allowed to stand for one 
hour, then mashed down hard and all 
the water drained away.

It may be that I am 
unfortunate in the type of men I draw 
through advertisements, but I find that 
most of the men who apply to me for po- 
sitions have long records of other jobs 
behind them. With but a few excep- 
tions, I have working for me today the 
same force of girls that I started with. 

My reason for writing you is to tell 
you of an experiment of mine which is 
proving to be a success, and which has 
helped me make the girls in the minor 
and even menial positions ambitious and

“I have in my employ bookkeeper, li- 
brarian, cashjer, checkers, ushers, dining 
room girls, servers, cooks, dishwashers, 
laundresses, and scrubwomen. Those 
eleven positions represent widely differ- 
ent types of girls, and when I first 
started advancing them to better posi- 


tions whenever an opportunity offered, 11 


was doubtful as to the feasibility of the 


plan. When a vacancy occurred in my} 


working force, instead of hiring a new 
girl to fill that place, I moved the giris 
up all along the line and filled the last 
position with a new employé. 

Two years ago my bookkeeper left to 
get married, and as she told me three 
months in advance, I decided to let her 
train the cashier to fill her position. 
When the time came to make the change 
I hired a new cashier and advanced only 
her predecessor. The former ¢éashier 
proved to be such an excellent book- 
keeper that I conceived the idea of ad- 
vancing the giris each to one step higher 
whenever a vacancy occurred in the 
ranks. if 
T have been working on this plan for 
two years and it has proved successful 
beyond all expectation. The fact that 
I had a small but well selected circu- 
lating library, which I operated for the 
benefit of my patrons and employés, 
helped me considerably in carrying out 
my plan of moving my girls up a step 
at a time. I encouraged the giris to 


read and sometimes selected the matter

Cases for Sachet Powder.

Booth Tarkington’s Plaint

R. GERSON, critic for the Shubert theaters west of Pittsburgh, pro- 
tests amiably against some of the timid aspersions made by Tun Turm- 
vnn in the matter of The Thirteenth Chair.” So pulsating a pastime, 
he thinks, should be immune from disparagement, however benign. Pretending 
to be nothing but a diverting piece of mendacity, Mr. Veiller’s fable fulfills 
that mission, in Mr. can opinion, and he regards it ae futile to suggest 
that it might be better when it is so good. . 
There is wisdom in Mr. Gerson’s reproaches. Mere to f Wine mates ; 
with the Attic amateurs, “ My true intent is all for your delight,” and we, re- 60 
calling the rebuke of Theseus, ought to be satisfied that his purpose is so 
well accomplished. Murder in the drama is not often so mysteriously per- | 
formed as in The Thirteenth Chair,” or its agent discovered with such de- 
wildering circumlocutions. The leading characters, a winning old Irish clair- f 
voyant and a grammatical inspector of police, are comparatively new; the | 
action is as perplexing as a puzzle by Sam Lloyd, and the dialogue is rather 
true, considering that it is written by a newspaper man. It is good recreation, 
and, as Mr. Gerson contends, nothing should be said about its shortcomings. 
These, as I see them, include Mr. Veiller's lack of skill in “the art of prep- . 
arations,” which, one learns from M. Dumas, is “the real art of the theater.“ . 
He prepares us for exhibitions of the minor phenomena of spiritualism, table- ‘ | 
lifting, rappings, et cetera, but not for the inexplicable manifestations of tho 
last act. I have yet to find out about the creepy opening of that door, and 
the supernatural ascent of that window-blind; and I suspect the stage-hands. 
Furthermore, in the absence of adequate preparations, Mr. Veiller might have 
caused his murderer to explain in the course of her impassioned confession 
that as a youth he learned sword-swallowing and other feats of cutlery, 
enabling her later in life to butcher deftly and to hide his knife. Miss Annie 
Russell's acting as the quaint old soothsayer is an admirably coherent imper- 
sonation, dominating the proceedings without affectation, mannerism, or 
trickery. It at least approximates the perfection said to be attained by Mrs. 
Veiller, the talented lady who acts the role in New Torb. | 4

Choosing the Car; 
What to Look For 


and How to Find It 


By High Speed. 

HEN the average American 
business man makes an invest- 
ment involving anywhere from 
$1,000 to $5,000 he carefully in- 

vestigates the matter from all sides and 
calls in expert advice on which he can 
depend, if any phase of the subject seems 
to be a little beyond his, personal experi- 
ence. 

When that same supposedly hard head- 
ed business - man purposes to invest a 
similar amount of money in a miotor car 
he generally walks down automobile 
row and buys the vehicle that catches 
is fancy, matches his ‘wife's new furs, 
or meets some equally unessential con- 
dition. Only the fact that all modern 


American cars are reasonably good pre- | 


-wents the average buyer from being 
stung every time he plumps down his 
money. 

I purpose to try to indicate some of 
the points that should always be con- 
sidered in buying a car. 

ie : 

The question of price 3 settles 
itself automatically. The buyer knows 
about what he can afford to pay. His 
first step should be to get a list of all 
cars in the price class in which he 18 
interested. From these he can narrow 
down his search and make a reasonably 
definite list of eligibles for closer scru- 
tiny. 

To be a satisfactory buy, a car must 
be manufactured by a well established 
company which will remain in business. 
If the concern making a car fails, the 
vehicle becomes an orphan, for which it 
is difficult to obtain parts. Be sure that 
the manufacturer is solidly established 
in business. 

Next the dealer should be scrutinized. 
Has he facilities for making quick re- 
-pairs? Is his service efficient? Is he 
able to give his customers replacements 
of broken parts without undue delay? 
All this is going to be vitally important 
during the later life of the new car, and 
the dealer’s status is easily established 
by a few inquiries made among owners 
of the make of car he sells.

Face to face with the car itself, the 
first thing for the intending purchaser to 
settle is the size vehicle that will best 
serve his needs. The bride and groom 
who live next door to a man with | 
seven children had better not buy a, 
seven seater. Common sense will rule 
here. The prospect should certainly be 
careful to try the seats, all of them, to 
gee that they are perfectly comfortable. 
A long legged man in a gar with skimpy 
leg room is in for much discomfort. If 
the buyer is to do the driving, he should 
be sure that the pedals and other con- 
trols are placed with reasonable regard 
fér his physical limitations. : 

Having examined the external quali- 
fications of the car the buyer should 
next proceed with an investigation of its 
mechanical efficiency. And right here 
I would emphasize the desirability of 
the intending buyer securing the help of 
geome qualified expert on whose integrity 
he can rely to help him weigh the me- 
chani merits of the vehicle under con- 
sideration. Of course if the prospect 
is qualified to decide for himself through 
past experience, he will need no out- 

side assistance. at 


First as to the ne — destred in 
the average man's motor car: To be- 
gin with, local conditions will some- 
what govern this factor. If the car is 
to be used in a hilly country, it must 
have plenty of superfluous power. And 
no matter where it is to be used it should 
have a modest turn of speed, good ac- 
This latter 
qualification means that it must be able 
to throttle down to a slow speed while 
in high gear and must also be able to 
travel fast. A range of speed on high 
gear of from four miles an hour to fifty 
or sixty would be good flexibility. 

These three factors and the hill climb- 
ing ability of the car should be brought 
out in the road demonstration and a 
motorist of experience should be in the 
car with the intending buyer, unless he 
is a veteran, to make sure that the 
vehicle meets all three conditions. While 
on the road with the salesman it is a 
good plan to ask him to run into a coal 
or lumber yard and have the car weighed 
on the big scales. 


—~- 

And now we come to the vitally im- 
portant matters that lurk under the 
hood. It should be/ascertained that all 
the parts, particularly those that are 
certain to need cleaning or adjustment, 
are easily accessible. Are the oil and 
grease cups easily reached for adjust- 
ment and refilling? Can the differential 
housing be reached to drain, flush and 
refill it at the intervals that this is neces- 
sary? Are the brake adjustments easy 
to make? 

Getting down to the more technical 
Getails of the mechanism, it should be 
ascertained that the car under co er- 
ation embodies parts that are big 
enough for the work they are called 
upon to perform. This applies to gears, 
bearings, shafts and similar parts. Ob- 
viously determination of these is beyond 
ne average car buyer, especially if it 
4s a first car. Inquire about among own 
ers of the car in your neighborhood. 
See if there is general or frequent com- 
plaint of a certain failure or breakage. 
If there is, you may put it down that 
the vehicle has a structural weakness. 
The principal thing to remember is that 
appearance is not the oxniyfnor the rul- 
ing desideratum in a motor car. 


Good Roads, Bad Streets. 


There was a time not so long ago when 
the only smooth roadways were to be 
found on the streets of cities and towns 
in some parts of the country, while to- 
day there are many districts where the 
good roadways are in the country and |, 
the streets have wretched pavements, 
says a bulletin sent out by the American 
Highway association. 

I: is interesting to observe that, in 
such districts, along with the good roads 
go good looking farms, while with the 
poor streets go dusty stores and scraggy 
lawns. It is not true, of course, that 
road building has progressed faster tech- 
nically than street paving, but the coun- 
tryman has shown his realization of the 
value of good roads more than the towns- 
man has shown his appreciation of 
smooth and clean pavements. 

The countryman is dragging his dirt 
roads and in some places is oiling them, 
and is voting bonds and taxes for costly 
types of construction where travel is 
heavy; while the townsman is content 
to bump over holes and let every wan-'

these local boards in just what manner 
they were going to maintain these roads 
and their answers have invariable been 
that the local road supervisor or over- 
seer would see that the roads were 


maintained. I have then asked them if 


this road overseer or road supervisor 
was a skilled man and if the roads 
under his charge at the present time 
were properly maintained. This latter 
question was generally a facer to them, 
and they had to acknowledge that their 
roads were not efficiently maintained. 


Then I have explained to them that 


the proper maintenance of a road means 


the providing of an adequate organi- 
zation to maintain this road; that some 
man must be definitely ‘responsible for 
the road at all times, and that it is 
much better to have one conscientious 
man devote his whole time to road work 
and to know that he has a sure means 
of livelihood so long as he performs his 
duties, than to spasmodically work the 
road with gangs of men who have little 
interest In such work:

OL. GEORGE D. ROPER of Rock- 
._ ford has written Gov. Lowden 
asking if something cannot be 
done to get immediate improve- 
ment of the road from Chicago to Rock- 


’ ford, on the ground of military neces- 


sity, now that Camp Grant is Nn. 
the latter city. 

Col. Roper has been the prime mover 
in all work by Rockford people for the 
improvement of the conditions sur- 
rounding the camp and in coéperating 
with the war department. He has do- 
nated largely to a fund by means of 
which concrete and brick roads are be- 
ing built from Rockford into the camp, 
one of them already ¢ompleted. As pres- 
ident of the Grant Highway Improve- 
ment association, he is taking stepe to 


get the counties between Chicago and, 


Rockford working together for the im- 
mediate building of a permanent road all 
the way. 


Inasmuch as the available federal aid 
has already been recommended to go on 
the Lincoln highway, the Chicago- 
Joliet-Peoria-Springfield road. Spring- 
field-St. Louis road, National Old Trails 
road, Dixie highway, and the road from 
Chicago to Wisconsin along the north 
shore, the quick improvement of the 
Grant highway will likely come through 
the action of the several counties and 
may involve special bond issues for 
which the counties would be reimbureed 
by the $60,000,000 when that has been 
carried in 1918. There is no doubt that 
bond issues could be carried in Kane, 
McHenry, Boone, and Winnebago coun- 
ties, to finance the immediate construc- 
tion of a permanent road from Chicago 
to Rockford. 

If the route of the Grant highway is 
closely followed, it would involve the 
building of about fifteen miles of road 
in Dupage county also, since the route 
is to Elgin by way of the Lake street 
road. However, if Dupage county can- 
not, 
Rockford-Chicago road can be routed 
in Cook county by way of Higgins or 
Dundee road, which Cook county is now 
completing to the Kane county line, a 
concrete road all the way. a distance of 
twenty-five miles. This would leave Du- 
page county out, and the chances are

Dnd play in the crankshaft is apt to 
be noticed first when the car is throt- 
tled down to about five milés an hour, 
when there occurs what is commonly 
called bucking, accompanied by knock- 
ing.

AMERICA’S WAR PURPOSES. 

Since the publication of the president's reply to 
Pope Benedict there have appeared several reports 
of informal but not unauthoritative interpretations 
or amplifications of the official utterance. What 
does the president mean by his declaration that 
the allies cannot treat with the present “ power” 
which controls the German people? Does this 
mean that the American people demand the abdi- 


family, the establishment of a German republic? 

The quasi-official negative given ‘through the 
press to these questions: ought not to have been 
necessary. Yet it is advisable and should have the 
effect of increasing the impact of the president's 
declaration in Germany as well as of clarifying the 
thought of supersensitive German-Americans. 

The president’s reply in no sense suggests that 
any personality, is involved in considerations of 
peace. That must be for the Germans to deter- 
mine. The conditions the Allies require are a re- 
moval of the threat to their future security, which 
“ The 
object af the war,” says the reply, “ is the delivery 
of the free peoples of the world from the menace 
and the actual power of a vast military establish- 
ment controlled by an irresponsible government,” 
which has fully illustrated its dangerous and 
devastating character in this war. 


If Wilhelm II. and his family departed and the 
present system remained we believe we should 
soon have another disaster of war. No matter 
reluctant to make war the masses of the Ge 


The president, therefore, being an American and 
takes his stand on good American democratic 


civilian peoples of the central powers, but not with | 
an uncontrolled government saturated in military 
philosophy, which has for the central law of its 
helmeted being the doctrine of conquest.

America is exercising a clear right in refusing to 
deal with an, agent not only offensive, but without | 
responsibility to the German people, an agent that 
gives rather than takes orders. 

The strength of this position is greatly intensi-

Ac TER. N. H., a manu- 
facturing city, on the Merrimac 
“river, attracted the attention of 
the children’s bureau of the 
N United ' States department of labor be- 
cause. of tts high infant mortality rate. 
The bureau decided to make an inten- 
‘sive’ study of conditions in Manchester 
because that city has reasonably ac- 
curate birth and death registration, 
and. it was thought that the facts dis- 
vered In ‘Manchester would be help- 
1 el ere. 
4 They wanted to help iber and 
they’ have already done so for Ahe later 
parts. of the report tell of many im- 
provements present then but not pres- 
ent when the study was begun, but 
after all the 70,000 people who live in 
‘Manchester are only a small part of 
‘| the 106,000,000 who live in the United 
States. 
There may be other cities with a baby 
death rate higher than that of Man- 
chester, but there is no way of being 
certain about it so long as most of the 
country has no birth registration. Man- 
chester is fortunate in that it keeps 
books, and in consequence, plans for 
improvement can be based upon ascer- 
tainable facts ane need not be guessed 
at. 


— 
The first point developed by the study 
was that Manchester, as is the case with 
alr other industrial cities in New Eng- 
land, is largely inhabited by people born 
abroad or of parents who were born 
abroad. Of the 70,063 people, 29,692, 


{ or 42 per cent, were foreign born whites, 


24,197, or 35 per cent more, were orn 
in this country of foreign born. stock, 
and only 16,1108 or 23 per cent, were 
native white of native parents. One 
nationality alone had nearly as many 
members—13,720, or 20 per cent—as there 
were native born of native stock. | 
In certain sections of Manchester Eng- 
lish is neither spoken nor understood. 
The report, speaking of schools, says: 
„All of these schools conform to the 
law in teaching English part time, but 
it appeared to be regarded as a for- 


| elgn language by some of the children 
| in the French schools.” 


In the predominately French section 
the language of thé home, the street 
and the shop was French. The same 
tendency was almost as marked in the 
neighborhood inhabited by ‘the. Greeks 
and Syrians. 

This influx of foreigners was the larg- 
est single factor in the high ‘infant death 
rate of Manchester. The higher death 
rates were among the children of for- 
eign born mothers, and, unfortunately, 
from the standpoint of the death rate, 


babies. The foreign born made up only 
42 per cent of the population, but the 
foreign born women bore 67 per cent of 
the babies. 2 

The women of the 58 per cent group 
(native born) bore only 33 per cent of 
the babies. The French-Canadians bore 


mothers ranked second. The average 
number of children born to the French- 
Cahadian mothers was 4.8; to all foreign 
mothers, 4.3; while the average number 
to native born mothers was 2.7. It is 
accepted that an average family of 
three children is not large enough to 
maintain a population in the absence of 
immigration. ‘Three, but one in excess of 
the number of parents, will not com- 
pensate for deaths before maturity, fail- 
ure to marry, and sterility. 

It has been claimed that four is the 
family size required for the welfare of 
the state. .This number makes allow- 
ance for ordinary death rates, sterility 
rates From all causes, and ordinary war 
rates. It is evident that barring changes 
the native born element, the old New 
England stock, is doomed to die out, at 
least in Manchester, and statistics as to 
other places do not indicate otherwise. 
More will be said about the relation of 
large families to death rates and, in- 
cidentally, to health, in another con- 
nection. 

* 

The infant mortality rate of Manches- 
ter in 1910 was 193. In 1942-13, the time 
of the survey, the rate was 165. The 
rate among babies born to native moth- 
ers was 128.1. Among babies of foregn 
born mothers it was 183.5. That among 
the babies of French-Canadian mothers 
was 224.7. Among those of Polish moth- 
ers 189. Among those of English, * 
and Scotch mothers 66. 

The report does not say so, but I 
think there is a difference in racial char- 
acteristics as regards hold on 
Wherever we find them in Europe, Amer- 
lea, or elsewhere and whatever their 
economic status the people of Scandi- 
navian descent have low baby death 
rates. Conversely the people of Slavic 
descent have a high baby death rate, I 
know of no explanation of this racial 
difference just as I know of no rea- 
son for the higher death rate and still 
higher birth rate of bof babies every- 
where. 

While it is possible to charge a part 
of this difference to differences inherent 
in the stock and therefore irremediable 
a great part of it ts due to customs 
and habits, and certain economic cer 
tions which can be remedied. 

The largest single factor in high infant 
mortality rate {a artificial feeding. The 
report says: No doubt the great ex- 
tent of exclusively artificial feeding 
among babies of French-Canadian moth- 
ers is a large factor in accounting for 
their high infant mortality.” Among 
the babies 3 months old 75.9 per cent of 
those born to foreign born mothers, 60.9 
of those to native born mpthers and 62.6 


were exclusively breast fed. At the end 

of six months the percentages were— 
49.4, 36.3 and 28.5 respectively. The 
relations of the percentages at older age 
periods are about the same. 

It is not that the French-Canadians 
are the poorest people in Manchester, 
for they are not; not the least thrifty, 
because they are thrifty, or that their 
mothers work disproportionately in fac- 
tories, for they do not. The largest fac- 
tor seems to be custom. Back of custom 
lies the general opinion that a pregnant 
mother should wean her baby. The sec- 
ond factor, as given by the report, is

The French da herd to them- 
selves so much that they fail to pick 
up some of the opportunities which come

Canadians in Manchester. Health de- 
partments find it difficult to work ef- 
fectively among them: Perhaps these 
various agencies are at fault in that 
they have not studied the art of — 


manship needed in the “approach” to 


French-Canadians. 

Again, the insularity of French-Cana- 
dian mothers makes it difficult for them 
to get the best food and care for their 
babies. The third factor is the large 
French-Canadian family. That will be 
made the subject of a separate article. 

The next largest factor in high infant 
mortality rate in Manchester, as else- 
where throughout the country, is low 
wages. Where the father earned less 
than $450 a year the infant mortality 
rate was 242.9. Where the father 
earned from $450 to $549 the rate was 
173.6. Where the father earned $1,250 
and over the death rate was 58.3. This 
was not due wholly to artificial feeding, 
for it was found that the poorer mothers 
generally breast-fed their babies unless 
they were compelled to go out to work. 
Economic status or earnings of the 
father is not a cause; it is rather a 
group of causes, and is subject to al- 
most unlimited analysis. 

When the father of a family earns less 
than; o a month he is compelled to pur- 
chase the cheapest milk and the dirtiest 
food; generally he cannot have ice, and 
that means that his baby gets artificial 
foods, if he has any sense at all. He 
must live in a poor house where the 
alleys are dirty and flies abound. It the 
house has any toilet facilities, they will 
be crude and out of order most of the 
time. The baby must do without nurs- 
ing. There cannot be much medical 
care. In the winter the rooms must be 
cold and the ventilation must be bad. 
The inoome of the father must be con- 
sidered in the light of advancing rents 
and the general High cost of. living. 

— 

Another factor in the high infant mor- 
tality rate of Manchester was the em- 
ployment of mothers. The report states 
that where the fathers’ earnings fell 
below $650 it was, found a majority of 
the mothers were gainfully employed at 
some. time during the year, following 
childbirth. The French-Canadian and 
native born mothers did not show the 
same tendency to work out that prevailed 
among other foreign born mothers. 
When a mother works out during the | 
first year of her baby’s life the baby 
probably will be artificially fed, also the 
nursing will be done by the older chil- 
dren or by some very cheap helper. 
That the baby should suffer from neg- 
lect is almost inevitable. 

Therefore, we are not surprised Men 
we read that the death rate of babies 
where the mother was gainfully em- 


ployed was 230.9 as contrasted with 122. 


Of course, the babies in homes where 
the mothers were not gainfully employed 
had other advantages—for example, the 
average income of the father was higher. 
The babies whose mothers worked dur- 
ing the year prior to birth did not haye, 
an even chance but the disadvantage 
was not so great as in the group whose 
mothers worked during the year after 
birth. The death rate was 199,2 as com- 
pared with 133.9. Work out of homes 
resulted in a higher death rate than work. 
done in the home. 

The report states that many activities 
necessary to lower the infant mortality 
rate were begun in Manchester before 
the report was publishd. It 18 altogether 
probable that others have been started 
since. The outlook is that Manchester 
will be the greatest gainer from the re- 
port. But it should not be overlooked 
that so far as all essentials are can- 
cerned what is true in Manchester is 
true throughout the country generally. 
How much good such a report does is 
determined not by the report itself nor 
by the bureau issuing it. It is fixed by 
those who read it who have similar 
problems. And the care of babies is 
everybody's problem in some way or 
other.

Favors Conscription, but 
Stands by His Vote 
on Food Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.] 
—Calling upon those who heretofore 
have not been in accord with the gov- 
ernment to get in line behind the admin- 
istration and help push the war to à suc- 
cessful conclusion, Senator Sherman of 
Illinois today declared his willingness to 
vote for the revenue bill in whatever 
form it came to him and for all other 
necessary war measures. 

Senator Sherman declared it to be his 
firm belief that the European nations 
are at war because of certain commer- 
cial problems which they have not been 
able to settle peaceably. The United 
States, however, is in the war because of 
a definite grievance, he said. 

“We declared war for a specific pur- 
pose,” said Senator Sherman. “ We have 
certain grievances, not of our own seek- 
ing, but growing out of the conduct of 
one of the belligerent nations. We de- 
clared that the decree of the German 
government creating a danger zone in 
the high seas was unjustifiable and that 


both belligerents and neutrals were in- 


tent on seeing that no such power was 
exercised by any government. We de- 
clared that submarine war was piracy 
and ought to be declared such by all 
civilized nations. We proposed, indl- 
rectly, limitation of armaments as a 
basis for permanent peace; we favor 
certain other practices even in war 
times. For those principles declared in 
public documents and messages of the 
president we went to war.” 


No Common War Cause. 

Senator Sherman expressed the opinion 
that there was no joint aim between the 
belligerent nations and that although 
two or three of the nations might have 
War aims of similar character, that the 
purposes for which the United States 
went to war were not common to those 
of any other belligerent. 

“I have voted for all measures offered 
by the administration except two,“ said 
Senator Sherman. These were the food 
bill and the selective draft law. I am 
willing to go before the people and de- 
fend my vote on either of them. If 
there should be an attempt, however, to 
repeal the selective draft law at this 
time I would vote against it, for it is 
my conviction that we will have to fight 
this war under the selective draft law 
and under nothing else. When I voted 
against the bill I voted my own honest 
opinion. Now that we have the law, I 
am proud to support it.” | 

Senator Sherman was not 60 encour- 
aging in his opinion of the results fol- 
lowing the enactment of the food law. 
Pork, he said, has gone up to $20, beef 
to $18 and eggs have gone to 60c a dozen. 

“I locked at my grocery bill this morn- 
Ing.“ he said, and found that eggs are 
sixty cents a dozen. Where is Hoover? 
Let him go after the recalcitrant hens of 
the country.“ 

Taxes Not to Be Feared. 

Comparing present financial conditions 
with those at the time of the civil war, 
Senator Sherman said that this nation 
had nothing to fear from taxes and 
bond issues. He estimated the wealth 
of the nation at $250,000,000,000, and said 
that the taxes and bond issues proposed 
were small when this wealth was taken 


into consideration, in comparison with 


the taxes and bond issues of the civil 
war time. Senator Sherman defended 
the income tax feature of the revenue 
bill and also the war profits feature of 
it. He said that there is about 35,000, 
000,000 in money in circulation in the 
United States at the present time and 
that the proposed revenue bill will take 
$2,500,000,000 of this for a time. For 
that reason he thought the bill contained 
high enough taxes, 

Answering those who have been plead- 
ing for higher taxes on war profits, 
Senator Sherman said that the other tax 
bills and other bond issues will follow 
before the war is at an end and that it 
would not be wise at this time to reach 
the limit of taxation. 


‘TO (HELMET) DER 
KAISER’ POPULAR 
NEW IRON CROSS 


There is one iron cross in Chicago that 
is likely to become popular. It is be- 
ing freely distributed by Eugene T. Skin- 
kle, refrigerating engineer and high de- 
gree Mason, mainly among members of 
the Masonic fraternity. 

The cross has a Prussian helmet in the 
center, above it the word “To” and 
below the words “ Der Kaiser,” the whole 
inscription, in words and pictures being 
To helmet der Kaiser.” 

Mr. Skinkle says the original design 
was made by a former German subject, 
now high potentate of the Mystic Shrine 
in Reading, Pa., to express his opinion of 


the Prussian overlord. The Chicago man H 


has had 10,000 of the crosses made at 
his own expense and there is an eager 
demand for them from his friends, espe- 
ally from loyal citizens of German birth 


or ancestry. |
